REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

2. Claims 1, 12 and 21 are all directed toward an exhaust gas purification apparatus which is 
configured for regeneration of a filter. The prior art teaches a regeneration device with 
temperature sensors upstream, in and downstream of the filter to be regenerated and teaches a 
processor which utilizes the temperature of the exhaust gas and the temperature of the casing 
(which holds the filter) to initiate the regeneration sequence. However, the prior art neither 
teaches nor suggests a processor which is configured to open a switch valve to preheat a filter 
with exhaust gas based on the comparison of the temperature of the exhaust gas and the 
temperature inside the casing.
